The Church’s educational system in thé United States, to say the least, is mar- 
vellous, and in every diocese there is a ntendent of Schools or a Board of Edu- 
cation, which, keeping in touch with the ot school methods and practices, aims at 
setting just a little higher standard for the Catholic schools. It ia due to this, and to 
the thoroughness with which all the branches are taught, that pupils of Catholic 
schools usually capture the first prizés in competitive tests. 


From the day that our Divine Savior addressed His parting words to the 
Church “Go, teach,” she has lent herself to popular education. Priests and nuns of 
the Catholic Church wrote the first school text books; they copied and recopied the 
sacred scriptures, and wrote books from which children for more than one thousand 
years received both their secular and religious training. She founded the greatest 
universities which exist today, including those of Oxford and Cambridge, Paris and 
Bologna, Ferrara and Salamanca, Copenhagen and Prague. 


The impression prevails among non-Catholics that. several hours of each day 
are devoted to the teaching of religion in Catholic schools, and that, therefore, the 
children cannot receive sufficient instruction in other branches. This impression is 
false. One-half hour is the average amount of time devoted daily to Christian 
Doctrine—less time than is given to some fad in the public school curriculum. It 
is certainly poor logic which maintains that the secular education imparted in the 
Catholic schools must be less efficient because, in addition to it, the child receives 
instruction in the great truths of Christianity and in the things which tend to train 
conscience and heart along with the mind. 


Another thing which makes for efficiency in the Catholic schools is the life- 
long dedication of the teacher to his or her work, and to the exalted motive which 
actuates the teacher—an eternal reward for “instructing others unto righteous-
